Two-thirds of all the delegates so far 
elected to the Republican national con- 
vention next June have been instructed 
_ -for Secretary of War Taft, and he prac- 
( tically has one-fourth of the number 
necessary to insure his nomination. 

New York, Pennsylvania and Illinois 
are the big delegations which are yet to 
be chosen, and while the secretary will 
secure little, if any, instructed support 
from these states, it is believed to be 
certain that a large part of the delegates 
will go to the Ohio man when the break 

In all other states where conventions 
are to be held, the secretary is far and 
away the strongest candidate, and all 
reports go to indicate that President 
Roosevelt knew whereof he was speak- 
ing when he predicted that Taft would 
be nominated on the first ballot. 

Six of the delegates elected are unin- 
structed, except as to suggestion that 
they nominate someone who will carry 
jout the policies of President Roosevelt, 
1 ' while of the twenty-eight contests re- 
ported, one set of the delegates in each 
case is instructed for Taft.

Kentucky's Love For Race Horse 
Shown When Anti-Pool Room 
Bill Came up for Passage 



BITTER FEELING 



OVER CONTESTED SE\TS 




The natural love of a Keniiicklan for 
a racehorse was demonstrated in the 
senate a few days a*o when the till! 
known as the Wllhelmi anti poolroom 
bill was up for passage. The bill was 
inalnly intended to effectually put a 
atop to the betting on horseraces In 
poolrooms, hut It Incidentally put a 
■top to betting on all racetracks In 
Kentucky. The MUM *U willing to 
•tamp out the poolroom evil, but the 
abolishment of betttm OH ramtraaaa 
meant there would be no more racing 
la this state, so the bill was amended 
by putting In the following section: 
"This act shall not apply to race- 
tracks that an* lie ns, d by the state 
racing commission nor to trotting 
rmces that m conducted by a regular- 
ly organized association." Senator 
Jack Chin made a speech for the 
amendment and said if it was not 
adopted the bill would destroy the 
bre, dim; Industry in Kentucky, that 
was worth many millions of dollars. 
Senator Ititrn.im spoke along t&4 HI 
lines and said the men who trained 
and developed horses must have an In- 
centive ami thai whenever a prize 
horse was developed it added to the 
value of all the horses in Kentucky; 
that poolrooms were vile places where
